Dr. Hartz Institute 
On Family Life 
Well Received 


The “Family Life Institute," 
held March 5-7 by the PTA of 
Belle Glade High School, was 
pronounced an unqualified suc-

‘The three day lectureship by 
Dr, Edwin T. Hartz, Ph. D., of 
the FSU Extension Division, on 
marriage and family living 
closed Wednesday, March 7, 
with a panel discussion during 
the school assembly period at 
2:20 p. m. o'clock in the gym- 
nasium, A total of 456 youth 
plus 32 edults crowded the 
bleachers and listened intently 
to the five-member panel, mod- 
erated by Dr. Hartz, puzzled 
over such student-submitted 
questions as; How can you tell 
if a marriage will succeed? 
What are the chances if the man 
is younger than his wife? Will 
an inter-faith marriage work? 
Are family devotions necessary 
or helpful? When should an ele- 
venth-grader bephome from a 
date? At what age should one 
start going steady? What's the 
best length for an engagement? 
How can you make your folks 
realize you're no longer a child? 
Can a girl be in Jove with two 
boys at once? Should an eighth 
grader go with an eleventh- 
grader? How can you tell if 
you're ready for marriage? 
What do you thing of Ann Lan- 
ders and the other free-advice 
columinists? , 

Pondering these pointed pro- 
blems were the panel members: 
Mrs. James Ball, the Reverend 
Mr. Luther A. Key, Miss Gloria 
Smith (12th grade), Miss Anna 
Marie LaChance (llth grade), 
and Mr. Charles Thompson 
(10th grade), 

And the young folks mean't 
business, too. Dr. Hartz remark- 
ed in the presence of this re- 
porter, “I've found a very sin- 
cere group of students in your 
school here.”

Spring crops in this area were 
given a “slap” early last week, 
when high winds and frost cov-

After feeding all the plants, 
then consider making cuttings 
of poinsettia, ixora, ligustrum, 
azalea, croton and viburnum, 
Place cutting beds in a shady 
spot, or furnish shade for the 
project, Cuttings of many types 
of ornamentals form heavy root 
systems most quickly in mix- 
tures that contain acid peat. Ex- 
perience is the best teacher to 
determine the best rooting med- 
ium to-use for different plants. 
When choosing cuttings, remem- 
ber, everything being equal, 
rooting ease increases the near- 
er the cutting is taken to the 
root system of the plant. 


Summer flowering bulbs 
ready for planting include cri- 
mums, cannas dahlias and agap- 
anthus. 


Annual flowers which may be 
planted now include aster, bal- 
sam, begonia, blue lace-flower, 
celosia, chrysanthemum, mari- 
gold, morning glory, rose-moss, 
nasturitum, strawflower, sun- 
flower, tithonia, verbena and 
the wish-bone flower. 


Most of the annuals can be 
seeded directly into the gar- 
den, Sow the seed thinly in 
shallow trenches. A baking 
powder can with holes punch- 
ed in the bottom and a three- 
foot stick attached for a handle 
serves well as a seed shaker. 
This home made seeding gadget 
takes the back-aching stoop out 
of seeding. 


Next, cover the seeds lightly 
with firmed soil. Cover the 
planting, if possible with wet 
burlap or other materials, to 
hold in the moisture and to pre- 
vent seeds from washing. Be 
sure to remove the covering be- 
fore the plants emerge. 


Gardening . 
In Florida

Most deciduous plants are as 
modest as humans. The first 
thing they do when they awake 
in the spring is to cover their 
| limbs with leaves, Dogwood, 
| redbud, peaches and plums and 
a few others are exceptions. 
They prefer to put on a show of 
color before dressing. 

Regardless of how plants be- 
gin spring growth, you will find 
them hungry after a long win- 
ter’s sleep. They will need food 
to carry them through the first 
spring of growth. 

Lawns need at least 20 to 30 
Pounds of a balanced plant food 
per 1,000 square yards fo form 
a carpet of green. University of 
Florida turf experts say it's a 
good idea to apply some organic 
nitrogen so that the-grass will 
not gulp down this greening a- 
gent in a few weeks and become 
hungry before your riekt pay- 
day. 

If rye grass is on its way out, 
then mow and rake it out of the 
Permanent grass. Remember, 
drying March winds will cause 
grass to burn, go sparing the 
water hose will spoil the grass. 


If your ulcers get fidgety be- 
cause part of the lawn is not as 
green as you think it should be, 
quit worrying — most likely 
the soil temperature is out of 
kilter at that spot and there is 
temporary shortage of iron. To 
save you from worrying over- 
time about the pale grass, you 
can bring green color ‘back 
quickly by applying two table- 
spoons of iron sulphate to each 
gallon of water in a spray. 


| 


Azaleas and camellias need a 
good shot of fertilizer as soon as 
blooming is over. Play it safe 
and get one of the many special 
azalea-camellia fertilizers on the 
market. After feeding these acid 
loving plants, add another layer 
or leaf mulch around these 
plants. 


If you want to kep annuals 
blooming for another month, 
keep the flowers picked. If 
Plants go to seed, the blossoming 
period will be cut short.

First of all, married persons should remember that normal- 
ly they can file a joint tax return, even if the wife does not have 
any income. In most cases, the joint return is more advantageous 
than separate returns. This is almost always true if the wife 
no income. If the wife has income, then make computations of 
the tax owed on a joint return and on separate returns, and file 
whichever way is most advantageous. A taxpayer must also de 
termine whether deductions should be itemized or the 10 per- 
cent standard deduction claimed. The chief itemized deductions 
are contributions, taxes, interest and medical expenses. The 
standard deduction is an allowance which takes the place of the 
| itemized deductions. The amount of the standard deduction is 10 
percent of adjusted gross income but may not exceed $1000. If 
married persons file separate returns, the standard deduction 
cannot exceed $500 on each return. The total allowable itemized 
deductions should be compared with the standard deductions 
and whichever is highest should be claimed. I might add that 
when husband and wife file separate returns if one itemizes 
these deductions the other must do likewise.

and Joseph Logio. It is believed that much of the testimony given 
before the Grand Jury upon which the indictinents were based 
has now been changed in MATERIAL MATTERS and that there- 
fore there is insufficient credible testimony to be presented to 
a trial court in these cases. And therefore no useful purpose 
would be served in further action at this time. 

‘Among other subjects covered by the Grand Jury we find: 

Your Grand Jury has heard substantial testimony in refer- 
ence to the conditions existing in the County Jail during the 
period from February to August, 1961. IT APPEARS THAT 
WHISKEY, NARCOTICS and other illegal merchandise was 
bought into the County Jail regularly and was sold to the in- 
mates of the County Jail. These conditions are shocking to the 
members of this Grand Jury. j 

We, urgently request that the laws of Florida be amended 
to require proper and careful operation of County jails and 
to punish those who are charged with the operation and who 
neglect their responsibility. 

‘Any person or official having information relative to the 
investigations under consideration by the Grand Jury should 
produce the information to the Grand Jury prior to its release 
to the news media. It is believed that release to the news media 
of information while this condition is under consideration inter- 
deres with the work of the Grand Jury. 

Your Grand Jury is dependent upon the investigative de- 
partment of the various law enfo: s agencies and unless 
competent, intelligent’ and able investigators performs these 
services the work of the Grand Jury is greatly hampered and 
sometimes even obstructed 

It is urgently recommended that all law enforcement agen- 
cies retain competent, able and intelligent personnel and pro- 
vide regular training programs for all personnel. 

Your Grand Jury requests that moneys be provided to per- 
mit the Grand Jury to retain its own investigative staff. It is 
believed that such investigative staff will assist the Grand Jury 
in impartially making its own inquiry in areas where there may 
be conflict or doubt 

We recommend strict enforcement of all bevevage laws and 
in particular the SALE OF INTOXICATING LIQUORS TO 
MINORS: We request all agencies make regular checks of all 
establishments so as to prevent the sale of liquors to minors. 

This Grand Jury has witnessed BRAZEN FALSE SWEAR- 
ING on the part of a number of witnesses before it, and we, 
tne Grand Jury, most respectfully suggest that the conduct, of 
much persons tends to directly JEOPARDIZE THE GRAND JURY 
SYSTEM unless they meet with prompt, certain and stern punish- 
ment by competent authority. 

We recommend that the Grand Jury terms be increased to 
three terms each year. 

This Grand Jury has encountered many difficulties in the 
performance of its duties because of the INCOMPETENT IN- 
VESTIGATION AND THE LACK OF COORDINATION IN THE 
INVESTIGATION AGENCIES. 

We have sometimes found something to be desired between 
investigation and prosecution. 

The matters and things which have been under investiga- 
tion in this County during the last several months have received 
wide publicity which has served to REFLECT DISFAVOR ON
